'EliEAFTEK tuberculosis nuipt bo reported in Ohio. 


At tho direct solicitation of tho Ohio Society for 


tho Prevention of Tuberculosis, the State Board of 


Health at a meeting held in Cincinnati, August nth, took such 
action to make more effective the work of the hoard and of 
voluntary associations in %litinjj thih disease. 


Bv the adoption of (his order physicians are required to 


report all cases yf tuberculosis as they are now required to 
report scarlej fever, .smallpox and a list'of twelve other coning 
JOUR and infectious diseases. 


Failure to make a report on tubercular cases will subject 


physicians throughout tho state to heavy penalties. The pen 
alty for the first offense would be a tine not, to exceed $10(1, and 
for the second, the fine or imprisonment, not to exceed S)n davs, 
or both. 


Several eities in the state have had nidi a pro\ision 


passed by their local hnanK ,,f health, in years past, notably 
Cleveland, Cincinnati. Columbia. Onyton. Yotuiestrm-ii, Canton 
and 8pringfi*f4, Thirty-seven states have added tube 
to their list of reportable diseases, either hv an act of 
ture^or by a regulation of the State Board'of Health.
